To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Northamptonshire  County  Council. 

Mr.  Chairman,  My  Lords,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  Fifty-first  Annual  Report  of  the  County  Medical  Officer 
of  Health. 

The  vital  statistics  for  1947  remain  satisfactory  in  comparison  with  previous  years.  The 
birth  rate  was  20.42  per  1,000  which  is  the  highest  rate  recorded  since  1920.  The  post-war 
increase  in  the  rate  has  so  far  continued.  The  number  of  illegitimate  births  was  269  which  is 
5  per  cent,  of  the  total  births  and  a  smaller  proportion  than  recorded  last  year.  The  death  rate 
among  infants  under  one  year  was  35  per  thousand  live  births  which  is  the  second  lowest  rate  so  far 
recorded  in  the  County.  The  death  rate  from  all  forms  of  tuberculosis  was  0.36  per  1,000  which 
is  welcome  evidence  of  a  continued  decline  in  deaths  from  this  disease  :  the  rate  was  the  lowest 
recorded.  The  maternal  mortality  rate  rose  to  1.4  per  1,000  live  and  still  births,  because  un¬ 
fortunately  seven  maternal  deaths  were  registered.  The  general  death  rate  was  12.43  per  1,000. 

The  vital  statistics  quoted  above,  particularly  the  infant  mortality  and  tuberculosis  death 
rates,  are  fairly  accurate  indices  of  the  health  of  a  community  and  one  can  therefore  say  that 
the  health  of  the  people  in  the  County  in  1947  continued  to  be  as  satisfactory  as  in  recent  years. 
There  are,  however,  no  grounds  for  complacency,  for  example  in  a  neighbouring  County,  Ox¬ 
fordshire,  the  infant  mortality  was  reduced  in  1947  to  22  per  1,000  and  a  reduction  to  the  same 
rate  in  Northamptonshire  would  have  meant  a  saving  of  nearly  sixty  infant  lives.  Again, 
tuberculosis  is  not  only  a  preventable  disease  but  a  scourge  which  too  often  takes  its  victims  at 
the  prime  of  life.  There  can  be  no  contentment  while  the  deaths  from  tuberculosis  number  as 
many  as  87  in  a  year. 

The  outstanding  event  of  the  year  was  the  preparation  and  submission  of  proposals  under 
the  National  Health  Service  Act  for  schemes  for  the  various  duties  imposed  on  the  County 
Council,  namely  the  care  of  mothers  and  young  children,  midwifery,  health  visiting,  home  nurs¬ 
ing,  vaccination  and  immunisation,  ambulances,  prevention  of  illness,  care  and  after  care, 
domestic  help  and  mental  health.  No  schemes  were  prepared  or  submitted  for  health  centres, 
but  suitable  sites  were  investigated. 

The  preparation  of  the  proposals  imposed  onerous  duties  on  the  Special  Sub-Committee 
appointed  by  the  Health  Committee  to  consider  the  Act. 

The  scheme  for  the  care  of  young  mothers  and  young  children  involves  little  more  than  an 
extension  of  the  Health  Committee’s  existing  arrangements  for  child  welfare  centres,  care  of 
unmarried  mothers,  premature  babies  and  so  on.  This  part  of  the  Health  Committee’s  work 
which  is  largely  educational  and  designed  to  teach  mothers  the  best  methods  of  caring  for  their 
infants,  is  an  important  contribution  to  the  improved  health  of  babies  which  is  recognised  by 
everyone.  The  health  visiting  proposals  largely  consolidated  and  extended  the  present  arrange¬ 
ments.  The  health  visitor  is  the  king-pin  of  an  educational  and  preventive  health  service  for 
it  is  she,  and  she  only,  who  carries  the  message  of  healthy  living  into  the  homes  of  the  people. 
There  are  many  families  who  would  receive  no  teaching  at  all  about  the  proper  rearing  of  children 
were  it  not  for  the  regular  visits  of  the  health  visitor.  The  home  nursing  and  midwifery  service 
was  the  subject  of  negotiations  with  the  Northamptonshire  County  Nursing  Association,  and  I 
desire  to  acknowledge  the  friendly,  helpful  and  co-operative  spirit  shown  bj^  the  Association  in 
their  discussions  with  the  Special  Committee,  the  results  of  which  were  that  agreement  was 
reached  that  the  County  Council  should  assume  direct  responsibility  for  the  service.  This 
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letter  is  being  written  within  a  few  days  of  July  5th  when  the  new  National  Health  Service  Act 
will  come  into  operation  and  the  time  is  accordingly  opportune  to  pay  tribute  to  the  excellent 
voluntary  services  rendered  by  the  County  Association  and  by  the  District  Nursing  Associations 
for  the  last  forty-five  years. 

The  ambulance  service  will  be  undertaken  on  agreed  terms  by  the  voluntary  ambulance 
committees  and  the  local  St.  John  Ambulance  Brigades  in  the  County,  and  here  again  thanks 
are  due  to  the  friendly  and  co-operative  spirit  shown  by  these  bodies  in  negotiating  with  the 
Health  Committee. 

Section  28  of  the  Act  which  deals  with  the  prevention  of  illness,  care  and  after  care,  lays  on 
the  County  Council  the  duty  of  ensuring  that  the  efficient  services  rendered  by  the  eleven 
voluntary  tuberculosis  care  committees  are  continued  and  extended  as  far  as  practicable,  and 
that  the  County  Scheme  which  covers  rural  areas  should  be  strengthened.  Northamptonshire 
is  singularly  fortunate  in  having  a  relatively  large  number  of  public  spirited  men  and  women 
who  have  felt  called  upon  to  make  it  their  special  voluntary  duty  to  promote  the  welfare  of  vic¬ 
tims  of  tuberculosis  and  the  care  committees  in  the  County  are  among  the  most  progressive  in 
England.  The  part  played  by  the  County  Clinical  Tuberculosis  Officer,  Dr.  G.  B.  Lord,  in 
furthering  the  work  of  the  care  committees  is  fully  deserving  of  every  recognition  and  is  warmly 
appreciated  by  the  members  of  the  care  committees. 

The  Council’s  proposals  for  a  Mental  Health  Service  has  opened  up  a  new  field  that  has 
hitherto  been  relatively  neglected  and  presents  an  opportunity  for  the  provision  of  services  on 
similar  lines  to  the  Tuberculosis  Scheme,  including  prevention,  care  and  rehabihtation. 

The  National  Health  Service  is  a  compromise,  a  tripartite  arrangement  in  which  (a)  the 
hospitals  and  specialist  services  are  administered  by  a  Regional  Board  at  Oxford  and  two  Hospital 
Management  Committees  in  the  County,  (b)  the  general  medical  practitioner  service  is  con¬ 
trolled  by  a  local  Executive  Council,  and  (c)  the  other  services  already  mentioned  are  the 
responsibility  of  the  County  Council.  In  an  organisation  so  constructed,  there  are  obviously 
many  opportunities  for  duplication  if  not  confusion,  and  the  critic  will  not  have  far  to  seek. 
Sir  Lionel  Whitby  in  his  presidential  address  to  the  British  Medical  Association  a  few  days  ago 
at  Cambridge  said  that  the  need  for  the  service  arose  because  the  scientific  resources  of  modern 
medicine  have  now  become  too  costly  to  be  met  by  the  ordinary  man  on  a  fee  paying  basis. 
The  Service  will  succeed  if  all  concerned  co-operate  and  already  in  these  very  early  days  I  can 
see  that  the  same  people  who  gave  years  of  devoted  service  to  the  voluntary  hospitals  are  anxious 
and  willing  to  continue  their  work  under  the  new  hospital  management  committees,  and  a  place 
will  be  found  for  all  or  nearly  all  of  them.  The  Chairman  of  the  British  Medical  Association  in 
pledging  the  support  of  the  profession  now  that  the  outstanding  difficulties  had  been  settled, 
stated,  “  The  profession  will  do  its  utmost  to  make  the  new  service  a  resounding  success  ”,  and 
he  added,  “  the  individual  citizen  will  be  free  to  decide  whether  he  will  take  advantage  of  the 
public  service  in  whole  or  in  part.  But  this  will  not  mean  that  there  will  be  two  qualities  of 
medical  service  rendered  to  the  public.  Only  the  best  is  good  enough  for  the  public  service  and 
we  shall  do  our  utmost  to  provide  it.”* 

The  County  Council  as  local  Health  Authority,  will  be  concerned  to  take  full  advantage  of 
all  opportunities  offered  by  the  Act  to  promote  the  health  of  the  people  in  the  County. 

In  conclusion,  I  would  like  to  thank  the  Health  Committee,  and  particularly  the  members 
of  the  Special  Sub-Committee  appointed  to  deal  with  the  National  Health  Service  Act,  for  their 
support,  guidance  and  toleration.  To  the  members  of  my  Staff  I  desire  to  acknowledge  my 
indebtedness  for  the  work  done,  and  to  my  Deputy,  Dr.  D.  A.  McCracken,  I  am  grateful  for 
undertaking  much  of  the  work  involved  in  the  preparation  of  this  Report.

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The  birth-rate  of  20.42  is  higher  by  1.25  per  1,000  of  the  population  as  compared  with  the 
previous  year,  and  slightly  lower  than  the  rate  for  England  and  Wales  (20.5)  ;  the  death-rate  is 
also  higher  by  0.43  per  1,000  of  the  population  as  compared  with  the  previous  year,  and  similarly 
higher  by  0.43  than  the  rate  for  England  and  Wales.  The  birth-rate  exceeded  the  death-rate 
by  7.99  per  1,000  of  the  population. 

The  seven  chief  causes  of  death  accounted  for  71.4  per  cent  of  the  total  deaths,  and  are  led 
by  heart  disease  (29.9),  cancer  (14.4),  intracranial  vascular  lesions  (13.7),  pneumonia  (4.0), 
bronchitis  (3.9),  nephritis  (3.2)  and  tuberculosis  of  respiratory  system  (2.3). 

The  number  of  deaths  associated  with  childbirth  amounted  to  seven  as  against  four  in  the 
previous  year.

The  infant  mortality  rate  per  1,000  births  (35)  is  lower  by  two  than  the  rate  for  1946,  and 
six  below  the  rate  for  England  and  Wales.  The  illegitimate  infant  mortality  rate  is  higher  by 
twenty  than  the  rate  for  1946.  The  infant  mortality  rates  per  1,000  births  during  the  last  ten 
years  have  been  as  follows  :

The  neonatal  death  rate  per  1,000  live  births  was  25.6.  Although  most  of  the  deaths  in  this 
group  are  not  due  to  known  preventable  causes,  yet  a  number  must  be  regarded  as  due  to  causes 
which  are  indirectly  preventable.  Details  of  the  causes  of  death  are  given  in  Table  Ila,  page  54. 
These  figures  do  not  include  Kettering  Borough. 

t  Recorded  Death  Rate.  It  is  not  possible  to  give  the  standardised  death  rate  for  the  year  1947.  The 
Registrar-General,  in  his  Memorandum  with  regard  to  statistics  for  the  year  1947,  states  :  "  The  variety  and 
magnitude  of  local  population  movements  and  the  uneven  incidence  of  civilian  war  deaths  have  together 
combined  to  frustrate  the  attempt  to  secure  comparability  between  local  death  rates  by  the  use  of  Area  Com¬ 
parability  Factors  and  the  preparation  and  issue  of  such  factors  are  being  suspended  under  present  conditions.” 


2.  AREA  AND  POPULATION. 

There  has  been  no  change  in  the  area  of  the  Administrative  County. 

In  his  memorandum  with  regard  to  statistics,  the  Registrar-General  states  that 
“populations  .  .  .  are  given  for  calculation  of  Death  Rates  or  the  incidence  of  notifiable  diseases 
amongst  civilians.  Estimates  of  the  numbers  and  distribution  of  the  non-civilian  population  are 
not  available  and  the  birth  rate  can  only  be  based  on  the  civilian  population  of  1947  as  used  for 
death  rates.” 

On  this  basis  the  civilian  population  of  1947  for  the  Administrative  County  is  estimated  by 
the  Registrar-General  to  be  240,210.

The  following  tables  show  the  results  of  the  examination  of  samples  of  raw  milk  (except  those 
of  School  milk)  by  the  Methylene  Blue  Reduction  Test  and  Coliform  Test  ( N.B .  '  Satisfactory  ’ 
means  the  sample  passed  the  combined  tests  when  they  were  both  carried  out).  The  difference  be¬ 
tween  the  total  samples  taken  and  total  tests  carried  out  is  due  to  there  being  two  tests — 
Methylene  Blue  and  Coliform — performed  on  certain  samples.

It  will  be  observed  from  the  above  tables  that  of  the  5,095  samples  of  designated  milk  (an 
increase  of  408  over  the  previous  year)  77%  complied  with  the  requirements  of  the  Regulations  : 
this  was  a  lower  percentage  of  satisfactory  samples  than  for  1946,  probably  due,  in  no  small 
measure,  to  the  very  high  temperatures  which  prevailed  throughout  the  summer.  In  the  case 
of  non-designated  samples  examined,  72%  were  satisfactory.  There  is  no  statutory  test  for 
cleanliness  of  non-designated  milk  and,  in  its  absence,  the  standards  described  in  my  1938  report 
are  still  in  force  in  this  County. 

School  Milk. 

The  number  of  school  milk  samples  collected  was  37  and  on  these  45  tests  were  carried  out. 
Of  the  6  Phosphatase  tests  only  1  failed  to  pass  ;  the  2  Coliform  tests  proved  satisfactory  and 
out  of  37  Methylene  Blue  reduction  tests,  5  gave  adverse  results. 

Pasteurised  and  Heat  Treated  Milk. 

Samples  have  been  taken  by  the  District  Sanitary  Inspectors  from  Pasteurising  and  Heat 
Treatment  plants  approved  by  the  Ministry  of  Food  under  Defence  Regulation  55G,  and  from 
Pasteurising  plants  licensed  under  the  Milk  (Special  Designations)  Regulations,  and  the  following 
table  shows  the  results  of  the  statutory  tests  carried  out  thereon  :

Of  the  samples  tabulated  above,  156  were  taken  under  Defence  Regulation  55G,  of  which 
124  were  from  Pasteurising  plants  licensed  under  the  Milk  (Special  Designations)  Regulations 
and  32  from  other  plants. 

Control  of  Infectious  Diseases. 

The  Public  Health  Laboratory,  inaugurated  by  the  Medical  Research  Council  on  behalf  of 
the  Ministry  of  Health  for  the  purpose  of  controlling  outbreaks  of  epidemic  disease,  is  situated 
at  the  Northampton  General  Hospital  and  is  under  the  supervision  of  Dr.  Leslie  Hoyle. 
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Water. 

Bacteriological  examination  of  water  samples  has  been  carried  out  at  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory,  Northampton  General  Hospital. 

Biological  Examination  for  the  presence  of  Tubercle  Bacilli. 

Samples  of  raw  Designated  milk  are  submitted  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  for  bio¬ 
logical  examination  for  the  presence  of  Tubercle  Bacilli.  Owing  to  the  shortage  of  guinea  pigs, 
the  Laboratory  was  unable  to  accept  samples  for  the  greater  part  of  the  year.  Of  the  7  samples 
of  School  milk  accepted  for  examination,  one  (from  a  non-designated  herd)  proved  positive. 
Further  individual  samples  from  the  herd  concerned,  taken  by  the  Animal  Health  Division  of 
the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries,  gave  negative  results,  and  it  was  concluded  that  the 
original  source  of  infection  was  a  cow  which  had  been  sold  to  the  knacker  between  the  date  of  the 
original  sample  and  the  clinical  examination  by  the  veterinary  inspector.

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3.  MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE. 

This  section  of  the  report,  in  so  far  as  it  deals  with  Midwives  and  Maternity  and  Nursing 
Homes,  refers  to  the  whole  Administrative  County.  In  respect  of  other  Maternity  and  Child 
Welfare  Services,  the  report  covers  the  Administrative  County  less  the  Borough  of  Kettering, 
which  is  a  separate  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Authority. 

(i)  Midwifery  and  Maternity  Services. 

Midwifery  Services. 

The  number  of  cases  attended  by  midwives  employed  by  District  Nursing  Associations  in 
pursuance  of  Section  1  of  the  Midwives  Act,  1936,  was  as  follows  :

The  number  of  midwives  in  independent  practice  at  the  end  of  the  year  was  23. 

The  County  Nursing  Association  employed  29  nurses  for  emergency  duty  and  to  relieve 
temporarily  during  holidays,  sickness,  etc. 


(ii)  Nursing  in  the  Home. 

Under  an  agreement  between  the  County  Council  and  the  County  Nursing  Association 
for  the  provision  of  special  nurses  in  certain  cases  of  infectious  disease,  21  cases  of  puerperal 
pyrexia,  5  of  whooping  cough,  2  of  ophthalmia  neonatorum,  24  of  measles,  and  13  cases  of  in¬ 
fantile  diarrhoea  were  nursed  in  the  home.  Nursing  care  was  also  given  in  a  number  of  other 
cases  not  strictly  provided  for  in  the  agreement,  including  51  cases  of  pneumonia  and  81  of 
influenza. 


(iii)  Midwives. 

The  Non-Medical  Supervisor  of  Midwives  (who  is  also  Superintendent  of  the  Northampton¬ 
shire  Nursing  Association)  and  her  staff,  made  283  routine  visits  and  207  special  investigations. 

The  number  of  midwives  who  notified  their  intention  to  practise  in  the  area  at  any  time 
during  the  year  was  158  and  on  December  31st,  120  remained  in  practice.  Of  the  latter,  5  were 
employed  at  the  County  Maternity  Home,  Kettering,  82  by  the  Northamptonshire  Nursing 
Association,  4  at  Kettering  and  District  General  Hospital,  2  at  Brackley  Cottage  Hospital,  4  at 
St.  John’s  Maternity  Home,  4  in  private  nursing  homes  and  19  in  private  practice. 

Medical  Aid  to  Midwives.  Medical  aid  was  requested  in  570  cases  and  375  claims  for  pay¬ 
ment  of  fees  were  dealt  with  from  medical  practitioners  whose  assistance  had  been  sought,  as 
against  600  notifications  and  279  claims  in  the  previous  year. 

Gas  and  Air  Analgesia.  Twenty  additional  machines  were  purchased  making  a  total  of 
thirty. 


(iv)  Maternity  and  Nursing  Homes. 

The  number  of  homes  on  the  register  during  the  year  was  four  and  nine  visits  of  inspection 
were  paid  by  the  Assistant  Medical  Officer.

(v)  Maternal  Mortality  (excluding  Kettering  Borough). 

The  Registrar-General  reported  seven  maternal  deaths,  two  of  which  were  from  sepsis. 

The  death  rate  per  thousand  live  and  still  births  was  1.64.  The  rate  for  England  and  Wales 
was  1.17  per  thousand  live  and  still  births. 

Puerperal  Pyrexia.  Fourteen  notifications  were  received  (excluding  Kettering  Borough). 
Five  of  the  notified  cases  were  treated  in  hospital.  There  were  no  deaths  among  the  notified 
cases. 


(vi)  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum. 

Five  cases  were  notified  (excluding  Kettering  Borough)  all  of  which  recovered  without 
impairment  of  vision  ;  two  cases  were  treated  in  hospital.

A  postnatal  Clinic  was  held  at  Wellingborough  on  the  third  Thursday  of  the  month  from 
2  to  3.30  p.m.  There  were  67  attendances  ;  other  postnatal  attendances  were  made  at  the 
antenatal  clinics,  the  total  attendances,  including  Wellingborough,  being  435. 


Blood  Tests. 

The  blood  testing  of  women  attending  Antenatal  Clinics  was  continued  during  1947.  Of 
1,083  specimens  examined,  14  were  found  to  show  abnormalities,  and  these  cases  were  referred 
for  advice  and  treatment  to  the  appropriate  clinics.  In  addition  to  specimens  for  Wassermann 
and  Kahn  reaction,  samples  were  examined  through  the  National  Blood  Transfusion  Service  for 
determination  of  the  Rh.  Factor.  Of  1080*  samples  submitted  189  or  17.5%  were  reported  as 
Rh.  negative.  In  the  case  of  women  with  Rh.  negative  blood,  efforts  were  made  to  obtain  speci¬ 
mens  of  blood  from  the  husbands  and  90  such  samples  were  also  examined. 


In  addition  34  repeat  samples  were  submitted  at  the  request  of  the  Regional  Transfusion  Officer.

(x)  Child  Welfare  Clinics. 

There  were  thirty-two  Child  Welfare  Clinics  in  the  County.  The  table  on  page  19  shews 
details  of  the  activities  carried  out  at  each  clinic  in  the  County. 

The  number  of  children  under  one  year  who  attended  Child  Welfare  Clinics  for  the  first 
time  was  1841  representing  44.1  per  cent,  of  the  total  registered  live  births. 

The  total  number  of  attendances  at  all  Child  Welfare  Clinics  by  children  under  one  year  of 
age  was  13,262,  and  by  children  between  the  ages  of  one  year  and  five  years,  7077  shewing  a 
total  increase  of  2,111  attendances  on  the  figures  for  1946. 
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(xi)  Health  Visiting. 

A  report  on  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  services  was  submitted  to  the  Committee  in 
February  with  special  reference  to  the  Health  Visiting  staff  establishment  which  was  last  re¬ 
viewed  in  1937.  In  April  the  Council  approved  an  increase  in  the  staff  from  one  Superintendent 
Health  Visitor  and  22  Health  Visitors  to  one  Superintendent  Health  Visitor  and  28  Health 
Visitors.  The  Committee  approved  the  provision  of  additional  antenatal  and  post  natal  and 
child  welfare  clinics  including  a  newr  antenatal  clinic  at  Long  Buckby,  post  natal  clinics  at  Corby 
and  Rushden,  and  12  new  child  welfare  clinics  to  be  established  when  suitable  premises  became 
available. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  the  staff  consisted  of  24  Health  Visitors  ;  the  post  of  Superintendent 
Health  Visitor  became  vacant  on  22nd  August.

In  addition,  the  Health  Visitors  made  678  attendances  at  the  Child  Welfare  Clinics  and  gave 
34  lectures  to  the  mothers. 

A  total  of  4,619  first  visits  were  made  by  Health  Visitors  to  children  under  one  year  of  age. 

(xii)  Child  Life  Protection. 

The  Health  Visitors  made  646  visits  under  the  provisions  of  Sections  206  —  220  of  the 
Public  Health  Act,  1936.  Periodical  reports  were  received  upon  cases  under  their  supervision. 
All  reports  are  normally  reviewed  b}'  the  Superintendent  Health  Visitor.  Five  children  were 
removed  from  the  County,  13  were  returned  to  the  care  of  parents  or  relatives,  2  were  legally 
adopted,  7  were  removed  to  institutions,  1  died  and  in  15  cases  supervision  was  discontinued  on 
the  children  attaining  the  age  of  nine  years.

(xiii)  Orthopaedics. 

The  Clinics  organised  by  the  Manfield  Orthopaedic  Hospital  continued  their  valuable  work 
and  79  children  under  five  years  of  age  were  referred  to  the  Clinics  by  the  Medical  Officers  in 
charge  of  the  County  Child  Welfare  Clinics. 

There  were  admitted  as  County  Council  patients  to  Manfield  Orthopaedic  Hospital  eight 
children  under  five  years  of  age.  The  conditions  from  which  these  children  were  suffering  were 
as  follows  :

(xiv)  Mental  Deficiency. 

The  Health  Visitors  pay  routine  domiciliary  visits  to  mental  defectives  who  are  living  in 
satisfactory  homes  and  whose  conduct  is  not  markedly  antisocial.  Other  defectives  who  require 
special  supervision  are  visited  by  the  Mental  Welfare  Officer. 

(xv)  Unmarried  Mothers. 

Twenty-four  unmarried  mothers  were  admitted  to  special  homes. 

(xvi)  Prevention  of  Deafness  and  Deaf-Mutism. 

Eighteen  cases  were  referred  to  hospitals  for  operation. 

Arrangements  were  made  with  the  Kettering  and  District  General  Hospital  for  the  opera¬ 
tive  treatment  of  tonsils  and  adenoids  in  children  under  five  years. 

(xvii)  Dental  Treatment  and  Defective  Vision. 

There  were  referred  to  the  staff  of  the  School  Health  Service  372  (178  did  not  attend  for 
treatment),  expectant  and  nursing  mothers  and  234  children  under  five  years  of  age  who  required 
dental  treatment,  and  122  children  under  five  who  required  examination  for  defective  vision. 
Assistance  towards  the  cost  of  dentures  was  granted  to  29  mothers. 

(xviii)  Consultant  Obstetric  Facilities. 

The  County  Council  has  arrangements  with  Mr.  R.  Watson,  F.R.C.S.(Ed.),  F.R.C.O.G., 
and  Mr.  G.  S.  Sturtridge,  M.B.,  M.R.C.O.G.,  and  their  services  are  available  to  medical  prac¬ 
titioners  in  cases  of  abnormality  of  pregnancy  and  in  puerperal  cases. 

(xix)  Contraception  Clinic. 

Fifty-nine  County  cases  were  advised  at  the  Northampton  Women’s  Welfare  Association 
Clinic. 
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(xx)  Home  Helps.

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CARE  OF  ILLEGITIMATE  CHILDREN. 

Ministry  of  Health  Circular  2866. 

The  recommendations  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  have  been  implemented  so  far  as  possible 
and  the  close  liaison  between  the  Peterborough  Diocesan  Moral  Welfare  Association  and  the 
Health  Department  continued.  The  Association  were  given  a  grant  of  £ 250  for  work  undertaken 
by  them  on  behalf  of  the  Council. 

During  1947,  of  the  233  illegitimate  births  in  the  County  (excluding  the  Borough  of  Ket¬ 
tering),  127  cases  were  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  Health  Department.  The  Moral  Welfare 
Workers  dealt  with  85  cases  and  the  remainder  were  dealt  with  by  the  County  Welfare  Officer.

Ascertainment. 

Thirty-one  new  cases  were  ascertained,  of  which  fifteen  were  notified  to  the  Committee  for 
the  Care  of  the  Mentally  Defective  by  the  County  Education  Committee,  and  sixteen  were 
ascertained  through  Courts,  the  Health  Department,  School  Health  Services  or  Public  Assis¬ 
tance  Committee.  The  number  of  orders  made  under  the  Mental  Deficiency  Acts  was  six. 
One  patient  in  a  Certified  Institution  was  certified  under  the  Lunacy  Acts  and  admitted  to  the 
County  Mental  Hospital,  Two  patients  were  returned  to  institutions  from  licence  and  two  were 
discharged  from  the  provision  of  the  Mental  Deficiency  Acts.  One  patient  from  Bromham 
House  Colony  died  in  a  General  Hospital  in  Bedford. 


Guardianship. 

Five  defectives  remained  in  the  care  of  guardians  supervised  by  the  Brighton  Guardianship 
Society.  From  the  monthly  reports  received  from  the  Society  it  would  appear  that  these  patients 
are  happy  and  well  cared  for.  One  defective  continued  under  guardianship  in  the  County  and 
received  regular  visits  from  the  Mental  Welfare  Officer. 
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Licence. 

Thirteen  patients  (8  females,  5  males)  were  on  licence  from  Institutions.  One  female 
patient  on  licence  from  guardianship  was  supervised  by  the  Brighton  Guardianship  Society. 
Eight  female  patients  continued  in  domestic  service.  Of  the  male  patients  on  licence,  two  are 
labourers,  two  are  working  in  factories  and  one  in  domestic  service.  All  patients  on  licence  in 
the  County  are  visited  regularly  by  the  Mental  Welfare  Officer. 

Medical  Examinations. 

Forty  special  examinations  by  Medical  Officers  were  carried  out. 


Domiciliary  Supervision. 

Routine  visits  by  the  Health  Visitors  were  made  to  defectives  under  Statutory  and  Voluntary 
Supervision  in  their  homes.  The  Mental  Welfare  Officer  carried  out  475  visits  and  interviews. 


General. 

The  provision  of  accommodation  for  defectives  in  institutions  continued  to  be  extremely 
difficult.  A  number  of  cases  who  are  in  urgent  need  of  training  remained  at  home  with  their 
parents  or  guardians.  The  Bromham  House  Colony,  like  other  institutions  found  the  greatest 
difficulty  in  obtaining  sufficient  nursing  staff. 
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SECTION  C. 

Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Area. 


The  Rural  District  Councils  have  shown  by  the  numerous  schemes  for  water  and  sewage 
disposal  propounded  since  the  end  of  the  war  that  they  are  fully  conscious  of  the  needs  of  their 
areas.  The  implementation  of  some  schemes,  which  have  received  the  approval  of  the  Minister, 
have  been  delayed  owing  to  difficulty  in  the  supply  of  materials  and  labour. 

A  tabulated  statement  giving  details  of  water  supplies,  drainage  and  sewerage  in  the  several 
parishes  of  each  rural  district  is  given  in  Table  X,  pages  69-75.  The  information  contained  in 
these  extensive  tables  was  collected  from  the  officers  of  the  rural  districts  during  the  past  two 
years.  Whilst  the  details  were  accurate  when  received  there  may  be  some  material  alterations 
owing  to  housing  activities  and  sanitary  improvements. 


WATER  SUPPLY. 

Proposed  Joint  Water  Board.  Towards  the  end  of  the  year  the  Minister  of  Health,  in 
exercise  of  the  powers  conferred  on  him  by  Section  9  of  the  Water  Act,  1945,  published  a  Draft 
of  the  proposed  Mid-Northamptonshire  Water  Board  Order,  under  which  a  joint  board  would 
be  set  up  for  the  purposes  of  securing  supplies  of  water  and  distribution  thereof  within  defined 
limits  of  supply.  The  Public  Inquiry,  necessitated  by  reason  of  objections  lodged  to  the  terms 
of  the  Draft  Order,  was  pending.

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SECTION  D. 

Housing. 


The  survey  of  rural  housing  conditions  recommended  in  the  Hobhouse  Report  continued 
satisfactorily.  At  the  end  of  the  year  under  review,  the  survey  had  been  completed  in  five  rural 
districts  and  was  approaching  completion  in  the  remaining  three. 

Close  liaison  was  maintained  by  the  County  Sanitary  Officer  with  his  colleagues  in  the  rural 
districts.  Full  details  of  the  inspections  made  and  the  categories  into  which  the  houses  were 
allocated  are  given  in  Tables  VII-IX  pages  59-68.  The  former  gives  the  returns  made  by  the 
rural  district  councils  to  the  Northamptonshire  Joint  County  Committee  on  Rural  Housing, 
whilst  the  latter  shews  the  inspections  carried  out  by  the  County  Sanitary  Officer  in  conjunction 
with  the  rural  Sanitary  Inspectors. 

It  will  be  noted  that  22.7%  of  the  total  number  of  houses  in  the  rural  districts  were  scheduled 
in  Category  5  as  unfit  for  human  habitation  and  beyond  repair  at  reasonable  expense. 


Joint  County  Committee  on  Rural  Housing. 

The  Joint  County  Committee  met  on  30th  May  to  receive  reports  from  Sub-Committees  and 
Progress  Reports  from  rural  districts. 

The  New  Houses  Sub-Committee,  at  a  meeting  on  the  8th  May,  1947,  under  the  Chair¬ 
manship  of  Sir  John  Brown,  F.R.I.B.A.,  decided  that  visits  of  inspection  should  be  made  to 
typical  new  houses  erected  in  the  several  rural  districts  in  the  County.  Tours  of  inspection  were 
made  on  the  12th  and  19th  June  and  were  found  of  great  interest  and  informative  value  to  the 
representatives  and  technical  officers  of  the  Rural  Districts  and  County  Council.  At  a  meeting 
of  the  Sub-Committee  held  on  8th  July  following  the  tours  of  inspection,  some  slight  variations 
from  the  “  Standard  for  New  Houses  ”  adopted  by  the  Committee  in  1945  were  noted  and 
discussed,  but,  in  general,  the  standard  of  new  houses  being  erected  was  found  to  be  highly 
satisfactory,  both  on  architectural  and  utilitarian  standards.

Inspection  and  Supervision  of  Food. 


1.  MILK  SUPPLY. 

Milk  (Special  Designations)  Regulations,  1936-1946. 

The  County  Council  granted  32  Tuberculin  Tested  licences  and  16  Accredited  licences  ; 
and  12  Tuberculin  Tested  and  34  Accredited  milk  licences  were  cancelled.  At  the  end  of  the 
year  there  were  146  Tuberculin  Tested  and  257  Accredited  licences  in  force  in  the  County,  an 
increase  of  20  over  the  previous  year  in  the  case  of  the  Tuberculin  Tested  licences.  One  licence 
to  bottle  Tuberculin  Tested  milk  was  granted,  making  the  number  of  producers  licensed  to  bottle 
their  milk  as  such,  14  :  by  reason  of  there  being  one  licence  to  bottle  Accredited  milk  granted 
and  two  licences  cancelled,  the  number  of  Accredited  bottling  licences  at  the  end  of  the  year  was 
eight. 

Of  the  146  Tuberculin  Tested  herds  in  the  County,  59  were,  at  the  end  of  the  year,  entered 
in  the  Register  of  Attested  Herds  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries. 

There  were  5,095  samples  of  Tuberculin  Tested  and  Accredited  milk  collected  and  examined, 
an  increase  of  408  (9%)  over  the  previous  year  ;  of  which  3,902  (77%)  were  satisfactory  :  in 
calculating  this  percentage,  all  unsatisfactory  samples  are  taken  into  account,  including  repeat 
samples  from  farms  where  methods  of  production  are  found  to  be  sub-standard.  Of  these 
5,095  samples  of  milk,  3,200  were  taken  at  depots  and  1,895  from  farms  at  milking  times. 

The  Assistant  County  Sanitary  Officer  made  65  initial  visits  to  premises  of  new  applicants 
and  made  in  addition  90  visits  with  reference  to  building  work. 

Non-Designated  Milk  Supplies. 

The  District  Sanitary  Inspectors  took  1,335  samples  for  bacterial  examination  by  the  Methy¬ 
lene  Blue  Test  at  the  County  Laboratory.  The  results  were  as  follows  :

A  sample  of  milk  from  a  school  supplier  gave  a  positive  result  to  a  biological  test  carried  out 
at  the  Public  Health  Laboratory. 

The  usual  investigation  was  instituted  by  the  Divisional  Inspector  of  the  Animal  Health 
Division  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries.  Clinical  examination  of  the  milch  herd 
on  the  1st  December,  1947,  and  biological  examination  of  samples  of  milk  involving  20  cows 
revealed  no  evidence  of  tuberculosis. 

It  would  appear  probable  that  the  original  source  of  infection  was  a  cow  which  had  been 
sold  to  the  knacker  between  the  date  of  the  original  unsatisfactory  sample  and  the  clinical 
examination  by  the  veterinary  inspector  on  the  1st  December,  1947.

Of  this  number  82  or  13.6  per  cent,  were  reported  as  being  either  adulterated  or  below 
standard.  This  figure  is  practically  the  same  as  that  for  1946. 

Milks.  Of  the  471  samples  submitted  72  were  unsatisfactory.  7  were  taken  as  “  Appeal 
to  Cow  ”  samples  whilst  the  remaining  392  were  satisfactory  and  of  good  quality.  If  the 
“  Appeal  to  Cow  ”  samples  are  not  taken  into  consideration  the  percentage  of  unsatisfactory 
samples  of  milk  for  the  year  is  15.5,  which  is  a  slight  improvement  on  the  16  per  cent,  found  in 
1946.

The  samples  other  than  milk  which  were  unsatisfactory  were  as  follows  :  Sugar,  2  Mineral 
Oil  B.P.,  Refined  Oil,  Lime  flavoured  cordial,  2  Whisky,  2  Melon  and  Lemon  Jam,  and  Tinned 
Pineapple.  The  sample  of  Sugar  contained  just  over  2  per  cent  of  salt  ;  the  two  samples  of 
whisky  both  contained  2.9  per  cent,  of  added  water  ;  the  Lime  flavoured  cordial  was  4.5  per 
cent,  deficient  in  added  sugar  ;  the  tinned  Pineapple  was  unfit  for  human  consumption  by  reason 
of  being  contaminated  with  3  grains  per  pound  of  tin,  and  the  two  samples  of  Melon  and  Lemon 
jam  were  wrongly  described — they  were  in  fact  samples  of  raspberry  jam. 

Dealing  with  the  Mineral  Oils  this  matter  is  in  my  opinion  somewhat  serious.  These  Mineral 
oils  are  nothing  more  than  a  sub-grade  liquid  paraffin  and  have  been  bought  by  retail  grocers 
and  sold  for  use  for  cooking  and  frying.  Liquid  paraffin  is  used  medicinally  but  I  believe  there 
is  some  evidence  that  continued  use  of  it  does  interfere  with  the  absorption  of  vitamins  and 
hormones,  and  for  this  reason  it  seems  to  be  wrong  to  use  it  in  the  preparation  of  food.  Its  food 
value  is  nil  and  probably  for  any  action  under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  the  evidence  is  stronger 
if  there  is  an  exhibition  of  a  notice  about  increasing  the  fat  ration.  It  could  in  my  opinion  be 
argued  that  the  purchaser  is  prejudiced  if  the  article,  which  comes  within  the  definition  of 
“  food  ”,  since  it  is  “  intended  for  use  in  the  composition  or  preparation  of  food  ”,  is  un¬ 
suitable  for  use  as  a  food  on  other  grounds  than  its  actual  food  value.  For  this  part  however, 
we  chemists  are  dependent  on  medical  evidence.

Milk,  of  necessity,  continues  to  provide  the  greater  part  of  the  samples  taken  and  the  per¬ 
centage  of  15.5  reported  against,  although  shewing  a  very  slight  improvement  on  last  year’s 
figure,  is  still  a  high  proportion  of  samples  adulterated  or  below  standard. 

What  is  perhaps  significant  is  that  only  16  of  the  72  unsatisfactory  milk  samples  were  actually 
adulterated  by  the  addition  of  water.  That  number  is  to  be  deplored,  but  34  samples,  or  nearly 
one-half  of  the  total  unsatisfactory  milks,  were  deficient  in  solids-not-fat  and  in  no  instance  was 
this  other  than  genuinely  poor  quality  milk.  22  samples  were  deficient  in  fat  and  appeal-to- 
cow  and  following-up  samples  shewed  cows  to  be  giving  milk  of  low  fat  content  in  the  majority 
of  these  cases. 

Making  due  allowance  for  climatic  vagaries  and  feeding  conditions,  it  would  seem  that  there 
is  some  other  contributing  factor  for  the  lower  standard  of  a  proportion  of  the  County’s  milk 
supply.  From  the  regularity  of  adverse  reports  upon  milk  samples  known  to  come  from  herds 
of  high  yielding  breeds,  the  conclusion  is  reached  that  in  the  drive  for  more,  and  still  more,  milk, 
the  actual  food  value  is  being  lowered. 

If  the  trend  continues,  it  may  well  be  that  serious  consideration  will  have  to  be  given  either 
to  the  fixing  of  a  standard  for  milk  in  place  of  the  present  presumptive  standard  or  to  the  pay¬ 
ment  to  producers  on  a  quality  basis.  Both  schemes  have  been  considered  in  some  quarters  and 
with  the  high  priority  that  is  given  to  milk  as  a  food  it  may  be  that  eventually  one  or  other  of 
the  schemes  may  be  adopted. 

Prosecutions. 

Seven  producers  or  producer-retailers  were  prosecuted  in  respect  of  watered  milk  and  one 
producer  in  respect  of  a  fat  deficiency. 

The  producer  who  was  fined  £25  in  each  of  three  cases  and  ordered  to  pay  £15  10s.  costs, 
had  been  before  the  Court  for  similar  offences  in  1938,  1940  and  1946. 

Samples  Other  than  Milk. 

Of  the  132  samples  other  than  milk,  10  were  unsatisfactory  in  some  particular,  but  no  legal 
action  was  taken.  The  sample  of  sugar  was  obviously  a  case  of  accidental  admixture  of  a  small 
percentage  of  salt.  The  lime-flavoured  cordial  was  slightly  deficient  of  added  sugar  by  reason 
of  the  sample  having  started  to  ferment.  The  two  samples  of  Melon  and  Lemon  Jam,  which 
were  in  fact  Raspberry  Jam,  were  ex-army  stock  of  imported  jam,  issued  to  the  trade  by  the 
Ministry  of  Food  and  had  been  wrongly  marked.  The  tinned  Pineapple  was  also  ex-army  stock 
and  upon  the  contamination  with  tin  being  ascertained  the  tins  were  withdrawn  from  sale. 

The  rapid  growth  of  the  sale  of  mineral  oils  in  grocers’  shops  has  raised  an  important  question 
which,  it  is  thought,  should  be  dealt  with  at  a  higher  level  than  the  local  authority.  As  reported 
by  the  Public  Analyst,  the  food  value  of  the  oil  is  entirely  nil,  but  it  is  possible  to  use  it  in  the 
preparation  of  food.  The  Ministry  of  Food  has  been  informed  and  has  the  matter  under  con¬ 
sideration.  •American  research  has  provided  some  grounds  for  thinking  that  the  use  of  Mineral 
Oil  is  harmful  by  reason  of  the  absorption  thereby  of  some  part  of  the  vitamin  content  of  food. 
There  is,  as  yet,  no  firm  opinion  on  the  subject  in  this  country  and  the  British  Medical  Research 
Council  has  been  asked  to  enquire  into  the  matter. 
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In  every  instance  where  the  oil  was  on  sale,  with  a  single  exception,  no  representation  was 
made  that  it  could  be  used  in  the  preparation  of  food,  except  a  verbal  representation.  In  the 
one  exception,  a  hand-written  show-card  stated  “  Help  out  your  fat  ration 

It  was  thought  inadvisable  to  institute  proceedings  in  a  case,  the  outcome  of  which  was 
doubtful,  but  which  would,  in  any  event,  have  had  no  bearing  on  all  the  other  instances  of  the 
sale  of  the  oil  where  no  representation  was  made. 

Without  entering  into  the  question  of  whether  the  present-day  fat  ration  should,  or  could, 
be  increased,  it  is  fairly  certain  that  when  housewives  can  purchase  fats  more  readily,  they  will 
not  be  inclined  to  purchase  mineral  oil  to  assist  them  in  their  culinary  duties.  They  might  not 
be  so  ready  to  purchase  refined  paraffin  oil  to-day  if  they  knew  that  it  had  no  food  value  of  any 
kind. 

The  two  samples  of  whisky  certified  to  contain  2.9  per  cent,  added  water  were  from  the  same 
source  and  actually,  from  the  same  bottle,  one  being  a  repeat  sample.  Samples  of  other  spirits 
taken  at  the  same  licensed  house  were  all  genuine  and  the  Irish  Whisky  containing  the  slight 
addition  of  water  was  not  readily  saleable  and  had  been  in  stock  for  some  months  before  the 
present  licensee  took  over.  Having  regard  to  all  the  circumstances  it  was  deemed  that  pro¬ 
ceedings  were  not  warranted. 

Milk  in  Schools. 

Informal  testing  of  milk  supplied  to  58  schools  within  the  County  was  carried  out  and, 
except  for  one  sample,  all  the  milks  were  genuine.  The  one  sample,  which  showed  obvious 
signs  of  adulteration,  was  followed  up  by  the  immediate  procuring  of  a  formal  sample  which  the 
Public  Analyst  certified  as  containing  at  least  16  per  cent,  of  added  water.  The  supplier  was 
fined  £ 5  and  £2  2s.  Od.  costs. 
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SECTION  F. 

Prevalence  of,  and  Control  over,  Infectious  and  other 

Diseases. 

1.  ISOLATION  HOSPITAL  ACCOMMODATION. 

Under  the  scheme  for  the  provision  of  hospital  accommodation,  the  County  is  divided  into 
three  areas  :  Western,  Kettering  and  Eastern.  The  Joint  Hospitals  are  situated  at  Kettering 
and  Wellingborough.  The  Hospital  of  the  Western  Northamptonshire  Joint  Isolation  Hospital 
Board  was  closed  as  sufficient  staff  could  not  be  obtained.  The  responsibility  for  isolation 
hospital  accommodation  will  pass  to  the  Oxford  Regional  Hospital  Board  on  the  appointed  day 
under  the  National  Health  Service  Act,  1946. 

2.  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES  AND  VACCINATION. 

Smallpox.  No  case  was  notified. 

Vaccination.  The  statistics  of  vaccination  for  1946  (the  latest  year  available)  shewed  a 
decrease  in  the  number  of  successful  vaccinations  performed  in  the  Administrative  County, 
the  percentage  of  successful  vaccinations  to  registered  births  being  19.7  compared  with  25.2 
for  the  year  1945.  The  highest  percentages  were  in  the  Guardians  area  of  Brixworth  (24.1) 
and  Kettering  (20.6)  and  the  lowest  in  the  Wellingborough  area  (15.1). 

Scarlet  Fever.  The  number  of  cases  notified  showed  a  slight  diminution  as  compared  with 
the  previous  year.  A  total  of  276  cases  was  notified  as  compared  with  285  in  1946.  The  infection 
continues  to  be  of  a  mild  clinical  type  and  no  deaths  were  ascribed  to  this  disease  in  any  of  the 
county  districts.  The  notification  rate  was  1.15  per  thousand  of  population,  as  compared  with 
1.37  per  thousand  in  England  and  Wales. 

Diphtheria.  The  number  of  confirmed  cases  of  diphtheria  notified  in  the  County  totalled 
4,  as  compared  with  15  in  1946.  Of  this  number,  one  case  occurred  in  an  Urban  District,  and 
three  in  Rural  Districts.  There  were  no  deaths  from  the  disease  in  the  County.  Only  one  case 
was  notified  under  the  age  of  15  years  in  a  child  who  had  been  immunised. 

Paratyphoid  B.  Fever.  Two  cases  were  notified  in  Kettering  Borough. 

Erysipelas.  A  total  of  41  cases  were  notified  as  compared  with  50  cases  in  1946. 

Measles.  1947  was  a  measles  year,  and  3,019  cases  were  notified  as  compared  with  223 
cases  in  1946.  The  disease  was  more  prevalent  in  the  Urban  areas  as  compared  with  the  Rural 
Districts.  Of  the  total  number  of  cases,  1,868  occurred  in  Urban  Districts  and  1151  in  Rural 
Districts.  The  disease  appeared  to  be  of  moderate  severity  and  no  deaths  were  ascribed  to  the 
infection.  The  notification  rate  was  12.57  per  thousand  of  population,  as  compared  with  9.41 
per  thousand  for  England  and  Wales. 

Whooping  Cough.  Compared  with  1945  and  1946,  there  was  again  a  marked  increase  in 
the  incidence  of  this  disease.  Out  of  a  total  of  671  cases,  422  and  249  cases  were  notified  in  the 
Urban  and  Rural  Districts  respectively.  With  the  exception  of  Daventry  Borough  and  the 
Urban  Districts  of  Desborough  and  Oundle,  no  district  escaped  infection.  There  were  5  deaths 
recorded  (1  male,  4  females)  ;  4  of  the  children  who  died  were  under  one  year  of  age. 

Diarrhoea  ( under  2  years).  There  were  3  deaths  (2  males,  1  female)  ascribed  to  this  cause 
as  compared  with  seven  in  1946. 
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Puerperal  Pyrexia  :  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum.  These  diseases  are  dealt  with  in  the  Maternity 
and  Child  Welfare  Sections  of  this  report. 

Pneumonia  (Acute  Primary  and  Acute  Influenzal).  A  total  of  159  cases  was  notified  as 
compared  with  153  in  1946.  The  incidence  was  0.66  per  thousand  of  population,  as  compared 
with  0.79  per  thousand  for  England  and  Wales.  Deaths  from  all  forms  of  pneumonia  accounted 
for  119  cases,  as  against  132  for  1946. 

Anterior  Poliomyelitis.  The  country-wide  epidemic  became  manifest  in  the  County  on  the 
12th  July  when  a  male,  aged  26  years,  was  notified  as  suffering  from  the  disease  in  Kettering 
Rural  District.  The  case  proved  fatal  in  seven  days.  The  last  notification  was  received  during 
November,  by  which  time  21  confirmed  cases  had  been  notified.  There  was  a  total  of  two  deaths 
associated  with  the  outbreak  whilst  11  cases  were  afflicted  with  paralysis  of  varying  degrees  of 
severity  and  8  cases  were  abortive  with  no  residual  paralysis. 

Course  of  Epidemic.  On  the  10th  July,  a  man  aged  26  years,  residing  in  the  Kettering 
Rural  District,  was  taken  ill  with  general  malaise  and  a  feeling  of  ‘  walking  on  cotton  wool  ’. 
These  symptoms  continued  for  two  days  before  the  family  doctor  was  consulted,  and  he,  in  turn 
sought  the  assistance  of  the  District  Medical  Officer  of  Health.  By  this  time,  there  was  evidence 
of  gross  paralysis,  death  closing  the  scene  in  seven  days  from  the  onset.  There  was  no 
known  contact  with  any  person  or  persons  from  a  known  infected  area,  but  as  the  man  was 
employed  in  a  town  there  would  undoubtedly  have  been  numerous  opportunities  for  infection 
during  the  previous  three  weeks.  No  further  notifications  occurred  until  the  29th  July  when  a 
female  aged  40,  after  preliminary  gastro-intestinal  upset  the  previous  day  developed  signs  of 
paralysis  on  the  left  side  of  the  body.  No  known  contact  could  be  ascertained  but  as  the  woman 
lived  on  licensed  premises  an  avenue  of  infection  was  presumably  present.  There  was  no  known 
contact  with  the  first  case  above. 

During  August,  three  cases  were  notified,  all  of  the  paralytic  type.  They  were  domiciled 
in  Kettering  Borough,  Corby  Urban  District  and  Brackley  Rural  District.  In  the  case  of  the 
Brackley  patient  it  is  worthy  of  note  that  a  patient  who  had  been  resident  in  the  same  village 
some  four  weeks  previously  was  admitted  to  a  nursing  home  with  an  obscure  illness  who  subse¬ 
quently  received  physiotherapy  for  paresis  of  leg  muscles.  There  was,  however,  no  known  con¬ 
tact  between  this  “  missed  case  ”  and  the  notified  case.  The  Corby  case  had  been  in  Edinburgh 
and  Glasgow  from  12th-27th  July. 

During  September  and  the  first  fortnight  of  October  the  heaviest  incidence  of  clinical  cases 
were  reported  ;  of  thirteen  cases  notified  one  proved  fatal.  The  fatal  case  occurred  in  Brixworth 
district.  A  youth  of  19  years  who  was  normally  employed  in  heavy  manual  work  was  taken  ill 
on  10th  September  with  severe  headache.  The  symptoms  developed  rapidly  with  nuchal 
rigidity,  paresis  of  legs  and  arms  ;  bulbar  paralysis  terminating  the  scene  within  five  days  of 
the  onset  of  the  disease.  Of  the  remaining  12  cases,  five  developed  paralysis. 

In  the  Daventry  district  a  general  labourer  who  had  been  in  contact  with  an  alleged  case  of 
“  ’flu  ”  developed  poliomyelitis  10-14  days  after  contact.  In  the  same  district  a  father  and  his 
daughter  were  both  affected.  The  former  proved  an  abortive  case  whilst  the  latter  developed 
paralysis  of  the  right  leg  and  foot. 

The  disease  was  not  confined  to  any  particular  area  of  the  County  (Table  III).  The  maxi¬ 
mum  number  of  known  cases  in  any  district  was  six  in  Daventry  Rural  District.  It  was  unlikely 
that  food  was  the  vector  and  no  evidence  could  be  found  to  substantiate  this  suggestion.  An 
examination  of  the  individual  case  sheets  showed  that  in  many  instances  there  had  been  many 
opportunities  for  contact  with  large  numbers  of  the  population  in  the  urban  areas.  In  two 
cases  contact  with  persons  who  may  have  suffered  from  abortive  attacks  was  established. 

Two  cases  proved  fatal  i.e.,  9.5%  of  the  number  of  cases  notified.  One  male  died  within 
five  days  of  the  onset  and  a  female  within  nine  days. 

The  total  number  of  paralytic  cases  was  thirteen,  including  the  fatal  cases.  The  attack  rate 
for  paralysis  was  high,  viz.,-  62%.  All  paralytic  cases  were  eventually  treated  in  the  Manfield 
Orthopaedic  Hospital.  Paralysis  was  noted  mainly  in  the  arms,  legs  and  feet.

Bac^iUary  Dysentery.  A  total  of  22  cases  (including  2  non-civilians)  was  notified  in  the 
County  and  of  this  number  16  occurred  in  the  Borough  of  Kettering. 

Outbreak  of  Food  Poisoning. 

The  following  interesting  report  on  an  outbreak  of  food  poisoning  in  Northampton  Rural 
District  was  prepared  by  Mr.  R.  J.  Miller,  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector  to  the  Rural  Authority’  : 

“  Report  on  Outbreak  of  Food  Poisoning  at  Little  Houghton- — October,  1947.” 

The  first  intimation  received  of  the  outbreak  was  on  the  morning  of  Monday’,  September 
29th,  with  the  news  that  a  number  of  people  in  the  parish  were  down  with  diarrhoea  and  sickness, 
and  a  rumour  that  it  might  have  some  connection  with  a  sick  cow  in  the  herd  of  the  largest  milk 
supplier. 

This  clue,  although  only’  rumoured,  of  course  caused  attention  in  the  first  instance  to  be 
focussed  on  the  milk  supply’.  Unfortunately’  however,  as  recorded  below,  events  prevented 
conclusive  evidence  being  obtained  as  to  this  being  the  cause  of  the  outbreak. 

Sanitation  and  Water  Supply. 

The  sanitation  of  the  village  is  partly  by  water  carriage  system  and  partly’  byr  pail  closets  or 
privies.  Where  pail  closets  are  in  use,  the  contents  are  disposed  of  in  the  cottager’s  gardens. 

The  village  has  two  sources  of  water  supply’.  (1)  By  private  wells  and  (2)  by  a  privately 
owned  piped  supply.  During  August  of  this  yrear  routine  samples  were  taken  from  various 
wells  and  taps  in  the  parish,  and  it  was  found  that  in  some  instances  the  water  contained  B. 
coli.  On  further  investigation  it  was  found  that  the  water  from  the  piped  supply  was 
bacteriologically’  in  order  at  its  source,  but  contamination  was  occurring  in  the  storage  reservoir, 
probably’  accounted  for  by’  the  lack  of  proper  covers.  This  condition  has  since  been  rectified. 
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Milk  Supply. 

The  main  source  of  supply  is  b}7  one  producer/retailer. 

Out  of  the  total  of  136  houses,  131  are  supplied  by  this  producer/retailer,  and  the  remaining 
5  houses  either  have  their  own  milk  supply  or  obtain  it  from  different  sources. 

It  is  significant  to  note  that  in  these  5  houses  no  cases  of  illness  occurred. 

Investigations  revealed  that  the  greatest  probable  “  common  factor  ”  in  the  food  supplies 
of  the  village  was  milk  and  therefore  enquiries  were  made  at  the  farm  concerned. 

It  was  ascertained  that  on  Thursday,  25th  September,  a  2\  year  old  heifer  which  had  calved 
two  weeks  previously  was  suspected  of  having  a  chill.  Its  milk  was  not  put  into  the  bulk  milk 
after  Friday,  but  the  animal  was  not  isolated  from  the  herd. 

On  Friday,  26th  September,  the  animal  was  no  better  and  a  Veterinary  Surgeon  was  called 
in.  He  visited  Saturday  morning,  27th  September,  examined  the  heifer  and  gave  injection. 
At  4.30  p.m.  the  same  day  the  animal  died. 

The  farmer  had  the  carcase  removed  to  a  knacker  in  Hardingstone  and  apparently  it  was 
immediately  cut  up,  boiled  and  sold,  for  no  trace  of  any  part  for  examination  could  be  found  at 
4.30  p.m.  on  Monday,  29th  September.  Information  was  given  by  workmen  at  the  knacker’s 
premises  that  the  udder  was  badly  blood-stained  and  suggested  septic  mastitis. 

Further  enquiries  found  that  the  milk  roundsman  employed  by  the  producer/retailer  had 
suffered  from  diarrhoea  on  Saturday,  and  he  was  immediately  suspended  from  all  contact  with 
the  milk. 

The  milker  was  under  medical  treatment  also  suffering  with  diarrhoea  and  sickness,  being 
away  from  his  employment  since  11  a.m.  Saturday,  27th  September.  He  was  informed  that 
he  must  not  return  to  his  duties  as  milker  until  allowed  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

On  Monday,  faecal  specimens  were  taken  from  three  patients  and  three  samples  of  milk  as 
delivered  were  also  taken — two  samples  of  Sunday’s  milk  and  one  of  Monday’s.  The  faecal 
specimens  showed  the  presence  of  Salmonella  Group  D,  but  no  pathogenic  organisms  were 
isolated  in  the  milk  samples. 

On  Tuesday,  30th  September,  a  Veterinary  Surgeon  from  the  Animal  Health  Division  of 
the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries  visited  the  farm  and  carried  out  a  clinical  examination 
of  all  the  cows  on  the  farm.  Arising  from  this  it  was  found  that  one  cow  was  suffering  from 
acute  mastitis  and  two  others  were  suspected  of  being  affected  with  this  complaint.  Samples 
of  milk  were  taken  from  these  and  three  other  suspicious  cows. 

Instructions  were  given  by  the  Veterinary  Surgeon  to  the  farmer  that  the  cow  suffering  from 
acute  mastitis  must  be  removed  from  the  herd  and  that  its  milk  must  not  be  added  to  the  bulk 
supply.  This  was  carried  out. 

From  the  farmer,  it  was  ascertained  that  the  heifer  which  died,  calved  prematurely  in  the 
fields,  was  found  there  with  the  calf  and  no  sign  of  the  placenta  was  found. 

On  Tuesday,  30th  September,  individual  samples  of  milk  and  faecal  swabs  were  taken  from 
all  the  cows  in  the  herd.  Bacteriological  examination  of  these  revealed  no  Salmonella  present. 

Also  on  Tuesday,  instructions  were  given  to  the  farmer  that  all  supply  of  milk  from  the 
farm  must  stop  until  arrangements  were  made  for  its  pasteurisation.  This  was  arranged  later 
on  Tuesday  and  continued. 

On  Thursday,  2nd  October,  blood  samples  were  taken  from  the  herd  and  in  all  the  specimens 
no  Salmonella  of  any  group  was  isolated. 

Case  histories  were  obtained  from  all  those  affected  and  one  other  food  handler  was  found 
(a  tripe  salesman)  and  he  was  instructed  not  to  handle  foodstuffs  until  notified  as  clear  by  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

One  of  the  patients  died  (a  man  78  37ears  of  age)  with  gastro-enteritis  given  as  the  secondary 
cause  of  death. 
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Summary. 

Although  what  is  considered  would  have  given  conclusive  evidence  was  destroyed,  viz., 
the  newly  calved  heifer,  there  is  amply  circumstantial  evidence  to  point  to  the  milk  supply  being 
the  cause. 

(1)  It  was  the  greatest  common  factor. 

(2)  Residents  taking  a  different  milk  supply  remained  free. 

(3)  Of  those  taking  the  suspected  milk  and  remaining  free,  approximately  50%  boil  their 
milk. 

(4)  Residents  away  from  the  parish  during  the  week-end  27th-29th  September  were  free. 

(5)  Although  no  Salmonella  of  Group  D  were  found  in  the  milk  samples  of  Sunday  or 
Monday- — this  milk  did  not  contain  milk  from  the  heifer  which  died. 

(6)  From  the  house  to  house  inquiries  it  was  found  that  the  large  majority  of  cases  com¬ 
menced  with  diarrhoea  and/or  sickness  on  the  Saturday  or  Sunday,  approximately 
36  to  72  hours  after  consuming  milk  delivered  on  the  Thursday  or  Friday  before. 

(7)  Special  bacteriological  examinations  of  the  specimens  from  the  patients  showed  that 
the  cultures  were  Salmonella  Dublin  (within  Group  D  of  Salmonella)  and  this  type  has 
previously  been  isolated  in  milk. 

Chronology. 

Saturday,  September  27th.  Milker  and  milk  roundsman  ill.  Heifer  died. 

Monday,  September  29th.  First  news  of  outbreak — received  at  office  in  morning  from 
Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

Investigations  immediately  started. 

Tuesday,  September  30th.  Investigations  continued — house  to  house  visits  commenced. 
Herd  inspected  by  Veterinary  Surgeon.  Late  afternoon — pasteurisation  arranged. 

Tuesday,  October  14th.  Three  negative  results  having  been  obtained  from  the  milker  and 
milk  roundsman,  pasteurisation  ceased.

Twenty-six  new  cases  were  not  notified  in  this  Administrative  County  ;  these  were  transfers 
from  other  areas.  There  were  four  posthumous  notifications. 

The  total  primary  notifications  of  Tuberculosis  amounted  to  191, — 111  in  the  Urban  Dis¬ 
tricts  and  80  in  the  Rural  Districts.  Of  this  number,  163  were  suffering  from  respiratory  forms 
of  the  disease  and  28  from  other  forms  of  tuberculosis.  There  were  84  less  primary  notifications 
during  1947  than  for  the  year  1946.  Of  the  191  primary  notifications,  167  were  civilians  and  24 
non-civilians  ;  Table  III,  page  55  in  the  Statistical  Section,  shows  the  number  of  civilian  cases 
notified  in  each  District. 


Mortality.  Respirator}’ — 69  deaths  (43  males  and  26  females)  occurred,  44  in  the  Urban 
Districts  and  25  in  the  Rural  Districts. 

Other  Forms — Eighteen  deaths  occurred  from  other  forms  of  the  disease  (12  males  and  6 
females),  9  in  the  Urban  Districts  and  9  in  the  Rural  Districts. 

There  were  thus  87  deaths  from  all  forms  of  tuberculosis  as  compared  with  107  in  1946. 
The  mortality  rate  was  0.36  per  1,000  of  the  population  which  is  the  lowest  so  far  recorded. 
The  rate  for  the  combined  Urban  Districts  was  0.42  and  for  the  Combined  Rural  Districts  0.30.

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DISPENSARY  WORK. 

The  number  of  attendances  at  Dispensaries  was  6,226.  This  number  includes  420  attend¬ 
ances  made  by  patients  who  came  for  treatment  by  Ultra  Violet  Radiation.  1,234  new  patients, 
exclusive  of  contacts,  were  examined  in  connection  with  the  Dispensaries  for  the  first  time  in 
1947.  Of  these,  171  were  diagnosed  as  suffering  from  tuberculosis  before  the  end  of  the  year  ; 
11  were  considered  to  be  doubtfully  tuberculous  and  remained  under  observation,  and  1,052 
were  considered  to  be  non -tuberculous.  In  addition  to  the  1,234  new  patients,  281  contacts  were 
examined.  Of  these,  two  were  regarded  as  suffering  from  tuberculosis  and  279  were  considered 
to  be  non-tuberculous. 

The  number  of  visits  made  by  the  Tuberculosis  Officers  to  patients  in  their  own  homes  was 
232.  The  total  number  of  consultations,  personal  and  otherwise,  between  Tuberculosis  Officers 
and  medical  practitioners  was  1,228. 

Of  the  173  new  patients  (inclusive  of  the  two  contacts  found  to  be  tuberculous)  who  were 
diagnosed  as  suffering  from  tuberculosis,  75.72%  were  notified  after  they  had  been  examined 
by  the  Tuberculosis  Officer,  and  only  24.28%  previous  to  examination  by  the  Tuberculosis 
Officer.  All  these  patients,  with  the  exception  of  the  two  who  were  examined  as  contacts,  were 
seen  by  the  Tuberculosis  Officer  at  the  request  of  their  own  medical  attendant. 

The  total  number  of  visits  paid  by  the  Health  Visitors  to  the  homes  of  tuberculous  patients 
was  2,791. 

Ot  the  1,515  persons,  including  contacts,  who  were  examined  for  the  first  time  in  1947, 
143  were  found  to  be  suffering  from  respiratory  tuberculosis  and  30  from  non-respiratory  tuber¬ 
culosis.  The  former  were  placed  in  the  following  categories  :

Radiology. 

X-ray  work  continued  during  the  year  at  the  Kettering,  Wellingborough,  Northampton  and 
Rushden  Sanatorium  Health  Clinics.  5,368  examinations  were  made  by  X-ray  screen  and  film. 

Pathological  Specimens.

Treatment. 

In  addition  to  routine  Sanatorium  and  Domiciliary  treatment,  2,848  pneumothorax  refills 
were  given  at  the  Dispensaries,  and  the  conditions  treated  by  Ultra  Violet  Radiation  (Alpine 
Sun  Lamp)  and  Calciferol  were  Cervical  Adenitis  and  Lupus. 
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Patients  had  treatment  by  general  Ultra  Violet  Radiation  and  some  by  local  radiation  in 
addition. 

Examination  of  Recruits  for  Ministry  of  Labour. 

Thirty-five  recruits,  sent  by  the  Medical  Boards  of  the  Ministry  of  Labour,  were  examined 
at  the  Dispensaries  during  the  year.  All  were  free  from  tuberculosis. 

SANATORIUM  REPORT. 

The  number  of  beds  available  for  patients  with  respirator)^  tuberculosis  was  80  ;  43  for 
males  and  37  for  females.  7  patients  were  admitted  for  clinical  investigation,  6  were  discharged 
as  non-tuberculous,  and  one  was  found  to  be  suffering  from  respiratory  tuberculosis. 

There  were  150  admissions  of  patients,  77  male  and  73  female,  and  135  were  discharged,  66 
male  and  69  female.  Deaths  in  the  Sanatorium  numbered  14,  10  male  and  4  female.  The 
retention  of  advanced  patients  is  consistent  with  the  policy  of  isolation  and  has  been  a  useful 
method  of  preventive  treatment.  The  patients  admitted  to  the  Sanatorium  were  classified  as

Treatment  was  sufficient  in  61  cases  to  bring  the  disease  to  quiescence.  Of  the  patients 
admitted  with  a  positive  sputum  25  were  negative  on  discharge.  The  average  length  of  stay  was 
164.34  days. 

Laboratory  Work. 

The  following  pathological  specimens  were  examined  in  connection  with  the  treatment 
carried  out  at  the  Sanatorium  :

The  examinations  of  sputa  are  by  direct  smear,  and  if  negative,  by  culture  methods.  Culture 
of  fasting  gastric  juice  has  also  been  adopted  on  occasions. 

The  Blood  Sedimentation  Rate  which  gives  an  immediate  indication  of  the  patient’s  condi¬ 
tion,  and  activity  of  disease,  was  assessed  on  admission,  and  at  monthly  intervals  during  treat¬ 
ment  ;  710  of  these  examinations  were  made.  Vital  Capacity  Tests  were  carried  out  on  105 
patients.  Mantoux  Tests  were  carried  out  on  22  child  patients,  and  on  all  nursing  and  domestic 
entrants. 

X-ray  Work. 

All  patients  are  filmed  on  admission  and  subsequently  during  treatment.  The  number  of 
X-ray  examinations  was  2,533,  consisting  of  2,296  screen  examinations  and  237  films.  All 
nursing  and  domestic  staff  are  X-rayed  on  commencing  duties,  and  at  periods  during  their  service 
according  to  their  reaction  to  the  Mantoux  Test. 

Treatment. 

This  consists  of  absolute  bed  rest  for  patients  with  the  most  active  type  of  disease,  sub¬ 
stituted  for  those  who  have  lost  their  toxaemia  by  hours  up,  and  later  by  light  graded  work. 
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Artificial  Pneumothorax  Treatment. 

Treatment  by  artificial  pneumothorax  was  continued.  There  were  46  inductions  of  artifi¬ 
cial  pneumothorax  and  13  pneumoperitoneum  inductions  made  at  the  Sanatorium  ;  1,318 
artificial  pneumothorax  refills  and  399  pneumoperitoneum  refills  were  given.  There  were  3 
pleural  wash-outs  and  89  aspirations. 

Adhesion  Section. 

Three  phrenic  nerve  operations  were  carried  out  at  the  Sanatorium. 

Thirty  patients,  16  male  and  14  female,  were  admitted  to  C.reaton  Sanatorium  for  section  of 
adhesions  limiting  artificial  pneumothorax,  thoracoplasties  and  phrenic  nerve  operations. 

The  Treatment  Block  at  the  Sanatorium  was  again  in  use  for  examination  of  patients,  arti¬ 
ficial  pneumothorax  treatment,  pleural  wash-outs,  sedimentation  rates,  dental  treatment. 
X-ray  work,  and  also  as  an  office. 

Dental  Treatment. 

The  Visiting  Dental  Surgeon  made  13  visits  to  the  Sanatorium  and  treatment  was  carried 
out  as  follows  :

TREATMENT  ALLOWANCES— MINISTRY  OF  HEALTH  MEMORANDUM  266  T. 

Treatment  Allowances  continued  to  be  made  to  patients  suffering  from  respiratory  tuber¬ 
culosis  and,  in  accordance  with  the  policy  of  the  Health  Committee,  such  allowances  were  made, 
irrespective  of  prognosis,  to  all  patients  (other  than  married  women)  giving  up  remunerative  work 
in  order  to  undertake  the  treatment  prescribed  by  the  Tuberculosis  Officer. 

The  County  Council  also  extended  the  scheme  to  cover  patients  suffering  from  non-respira- 
tory  tuberculosis  with  effect  from  1st  April,  1947.

Maintenance  Allowances. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year,  197  patients — comprising  81  Government  cases  (in  respect  of 
whom  expenditure  will  be  re-imbursed  by  the  Ministry  of  Health)  and  116  County  cases  (ex¬ 
penditure  to  be  borne  by  the  County  rates)  were  receiving  maintenance  allowances.  Allow¬ 
ances  were  granted  during  the  year  to  82  Government  and  44  County  cases  (27  respiratory  and 
17  non-respiratory  cases)  making  a  total  of  126  new  cases.  Allowances  ceased  in  respect  of  107 
patients  for  the  following  reasons  :

The  total  number  of  patients  who  received  maintenance  allowances  was  323,  and  the 
numbers  remaining  on  the  books  on  the  31st  December  were  102  Government  and  114  County 
cases  (105  respiratory  and  9  non-respiratory  cases)  making  a  total  of  216. 

On  the  recommendation  of  the  Tuberculosis  Officer,  after  consideration  of  medical  details, 
the  allowances  in  respect  of  10  patients  were  transferred  from  Government  to  County  classifica¬ 
tion. 

Discretionary  Allowances  and  Special  Payments. 

Twelve  patients  were  granted  discretionary  allowances  or  special  payments  in  respect  of 
(a)  hire  purchase  instalments  ;  (b)  premiums  on  life  assurance  policies  ;  (c)  domestic  help  ; 
and  (d)  travelling  expenses  incurred  by  relatives  in  visiting  a  patient  in  an  Institution.  These 
allowances,  which  are  in  addition  to  maintenance  allowances,  are  only  granted  on  special 
application  being  made  and  on  proof  of  need. 

The  total  cost  of  allowances  was  £7,245  for  Government  reimbursement  cases,  and  £8,218 
(£7,925  respiratory  and  £293  non-respiratory)  for  County  cases. 

Mass  Radiography. 

Examination  of  workpeople  b}T  Mass  Radiography  resulted  in  a  number  of  persons  being 
diagnosed  as  suffering  from  pulmonary  tuberculosis  although  they  had  no  symptoms  and  were, 
in  fact,  at  work  at  the  time  of  diagnosis.  In  many  such  cases  the  knowledge  that  assistance 
under  the  Treatment  Allowance  Scheme  would  be  available  has  undoubtedly  helped  in  persuading 
a  patient  to  give  up  his  employment  in  order  to  undertake  treatment. 

General. 

All  patients  who  are  eligible  for  allowances  are  visited  by  the  Tuberculosis  Welfare  Officer, 
who  explains  the  scheme  and  gives  assistance  to  the  patients  in  the  completion  of  the  necessary 
application  forms.  Further  visits  are  paid  from  time  to  time  and  thus  a  close  contact  is  main¬ 
tained  with  the  patient  and  his  family,  and  where  desired  advice  and  information  relating  to 
allowances  are  given.  The  total  number  of  visits  to  patients  and/or  their  families  was  687. 

Close  co-operation  is  also  maintained  between  the  Tuberculosis  Welfare  Officer  and  the 
various  Care  Committees  in  the  County,  to  whom  are  referred  cases  needing  assistance  which 
cannot  be  given  under  Memorandum  266/T. 

The  majority  of  patients  are  appreciative  of  the  allowances,  and  this  is  particularly  noted 
in  the  case  of  County  patients  who  have  probably  been  unable  to  work  for  a  number  of  years. 
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MASS  RADIOGRAPHY. 


Surveys. 

The  Ministry  of  Health  in  allocating  an  apparatus  to  the  County,  asked  that  neighbouring 
authorities  should  have  an  opportunity  of  sharing  in  its  use,  and  in  response  to  requests  the  team 
visited  the  Soke  of  Peterborough  and  Bedfordshire.  Accordingly,  during  1947  the  team  did  not 
work  in  the  County,  but  began  in  the  Northampton  County  Borough,  and  after  visiting  the  Soke 
of  Peterborough  and  Bedfordshire,  finished  in  the  Northampton  County  Borough.

The  cost  per  person  examined,  as  distinct  from  per  case  discovered,  was  four  shillings. 

Place  of  Mass  Radiography  in  Preventive  Medicine. 

The  value  of  Mass  Radiography  lies  in  its  capacity  to  detect  two  types  of  case — 

(a)  Early  cases,  i.e.,  persons  in  whom  signs  of  early  tuberculosis  of  the  lungs  can  be  detected, 
but  who  have  not  yet  developed  symptoms. 

(b)  Chronic  carriers,  i.e.,  persons  with  old-standing  tuberculous  infection  whose  signs  and 
symptoms  masquerade  as  chronic  bronchitis,  and  who,  having  a  high  degree  of  resistance 
to  the  disease,  are  comparatively  free  from  the  usual  symptoms  of  tuberculosis. 

The  Unit  should  be  used  for  the  examination  of  selected  groups  of  the  population,  especially 
people  working  under  conditions  where  there  is  the  risk  of  spread  of  infection,  such  as  factories, 
and  also  susceptible  age  groups.  There  is  general  agreement,  for  example,  that  the  routine 
examination  of  all  healthy  schoolchildren  is  a  waste  of  time,  and  that  children  should  be  examined 
only  if  they  are  known  contacts  of  an  infectious  case.  The  main  value  of  the  work  of  the  Unit, 
therefore,  lies  in  the  detection  of  early  cases  and  of  chronic  carriers. 
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How  frequently  should  Surveys  be  made  ? 

A  negative  X-ray  report  is,  of  course,  no  guarantee  that  tuberculosis  of  the  lungs  will  not 
subsequently  develop,  and  indeed  the  disease  may  appear  within  a  very  short  time,  even  within 
a  week  of  an  examination.  To  re-examine  at  weekly  intervals  would  obviously  be  absurd,  so 
the  optimum  frequency  has  to  be  settled  on  practical  lines. 

There  are  two  factors  to  be  borne  in  mind.  Firstly,  if  a  factory  is  visited  too  frequently, 
the  co-operation  of  the  management  may  not  be  forthcoming  in  the  same  degree,  and  there  is 
greater  difficulty  in  securing  the  enthusiasm  of  the  workpeople  to  be  examined.  Secondly,  the 
cost  of  the  survey  in  man  hours  has  to  be  reckoned.  Each  time  a  given  population  is  surveyed, 
say  at  two-yearly  intervals,  the  number  of  cases  detected  will  become  progressively  smaller,  and 
the  cost  of  discovering  a  new  case  will,  therefore,  progressively  increase.  For  example,  the  cost 
of  finding  a  new  case  when  the  County  Borough  of  Northampton  was  first  surveyed  from  October, 
1945,  to  March,  1946,  was  about  £ 26  per  case.  In  the  second  survey,  from  December,  1946,  to 
March,  1947,  the  cost  of  discovering  a  new  case  had  increased  to  £61.  In  the  second  survey 
many  persons  were  examined  who  were  not  included  in  the  first  survey,  and  naturally  if  only 
people  included  in  the  first  investigation  had  been  examined,  the  cost  would  have  been  still 
higher.  Ultimately  the  point  will  be  reached  when  the  number  of  cases  discovered  is  too  small 
to  justify  the  cost  of  the  investigation,  although  in  industrial  populations  it  may  be  some  time 
before  this  stage  is  reached.  To  return  to  the  second  survey  of  the  Northampton  County 
Borough,  a  cost  of  £61  for  discovering  a  new  case  cannot  be  considered  excessive.  There  is  every 
ground  for  believing  that  the  earlier  the  cases  are  detected,  the  better  the  prognosis.  For 
example,  Dr.  W.  Pointon  Dick,  in  a  letter  to  The  Lancet,  17th  January,  1948,  stated  that  the 
two-year  mortality  rate  for  open  cases  of  tuberculosis  found  by  routine  Mass  Radiography  was 
one-fifth  of  the  mortality  rate  for  cases  identified  after  the  development  of  symptoms.  If  it 
costs  £61  to  find  a  case  of  tuberculosis,  and  if  as  a  result  of  early  ascertainment  the  patient’s 
chances  are  increased  five-fold,  then  the  cost  is  obviously  not  excessive. 

In  conclusion  I  think  that  the  optimum  period  can  be  determined  only  when  further  facts 
relating  to  the  number  of  cases  examined  and  the  cost  per  case  discovered  are  available. 

The  co-operation  of  the  managements  and  of  the  workpeople  is  essential  to  success. 
In  the  County  I  have  pleasure  in  recording  that  all  employers  have  allowed  their  operatives  time 
off  to  be  examined  without  loss  of  wages.  The  County  Council  has,  in  return,  provided  free 
transport  from  the  factory  to  the  examination  place  in  order  to  reduce  to  a  minimum  the  loss  of 
production. 

Occupational  Incidence  of  Tuberculosis. 

Following  the  presentation  to  the  County  Council  in  February,  1947,  of  my  special  report 
entitled  “  Northamptonshire — Mass  Miniature  Radiography  1945-1946  ”,  a  Conference  was  held 
on  25th  April,  1947,  in  the  County  Hall,  attended  by  representatives  of  the  following  : 

Northamptonshire  County  Council. 

Northampton  County  Borough  Council. 

Boot  and  Shoe  Manufacturers  Associations. 

British  Boot  and  Shoe  and  Allied  Trades  Research  Association. 

National  Union  of  Boot  and  Shoe  Operatives. 

H.M.  Inspector  of  Factories. 

At  this  meeting  it  was  agreed  that  a  Steering  Committee  be  appointed,  consisting  of  three 
representatives  of  the  employers,  three  of  the  employees,  one  of  the  Boot  and  Shoe  Research 
Association,  one  of  the  Factory  Department  of  the  Ministry  of  Labour  and  National  Service,  the 
County  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  the  Borough  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  to  arrange  if 
possible  for  the  findings  in  the  Report  to  be  investigated  further  and  to  make  suggestions  upon  the 
action,  if  any,  to  be  taken  to  reduce  the  incidence  of  tuberculosis  in  the  industry. 

Two  meetings  of  the  Steering  Committee  have  been  held — on  23rd  May,  1947,  and  26th 
September,  1947 — the  first  of  which  was  attended  by  Professor  J.  A.  Ryle,  Professor  of  Social 
Medicine  at  Oxford. 
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At  the  meeting  on  23rd  May,  1947,  it  was  unanimously  resolved  formally  to  approach  the 
Medical  Research  Council  to  undertake  an  investigation  into  the  findings  in  the  Report  of  the 
County  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  concurrently  to  approach  the  Industrial  Pulmonary 
Diseases  Committee  in  the  hope  that,  by  arrangement  made  by  the  Medical  Research  Council, 
that  Committee  would  be  in  a  position  to  undertake  the  investigation. 

The  Medical  Research  Council  very  kindly  agreed  to  the  investigation,  and  arranged  for  the 
survey  to  be  carried  out  under  the  auspices  of  the  Institute  of  Social  Medicine,  Oxford.  The 
investigation  is  being  conducted  by  Dr.  Alice  Stewart  (Hon.  Secretary  of  the  Industrial  Pul¬ 
monary  Diseases  Committee  of  the  Medical  Research  Council,  and  Deputy  Director  of  the 
Institute  of  Social  Medicine)  and  by  Dr.  J.  P.  W.  Hughes  who  is  engaged  full-time  on  the  research 
work.  The  investigation  is  expected  to  last  at  least  a  year. 


6.  VENEREAL  DISEASES. 


Northampton  General  Hospital. 


Treatment.  The  arrangements  made  with  the  Northampton  General  Hospital  for  the 
diagnosis  and  treatment  of  patients  suffering  from  venereal  diseases  were  continued,  the  parties 
to  the  arrangements  being  Ss  hitherto,  viz.,  the  County  Councils  of  Northampton  and  Buckingham 
and  the  Northampton  County  Borough  Council. 


The  days  and  hours  of  opening  of  the  Out-Patient  Clinic  at  the  Northampton  General 
Hospital  are  : 


Males  :  Wednesdays  at  2  p.m. 

Fridays  at  7  p.m. 
Females  :  Mondays  at  7  p.m. 

Fridays  at  12  (noon). 


The  number  of  new  County  patients  who  attended  the  out-patient  clinic  for  treatment  was 
207,  as  compared  with  381  in  1946.  The  total  attendances  of  all  County  patients  amounted  to 
2,177  as  against  2,830,  and  the  number  discharged  after  completing  treatment  was  158  as  against 
247  in  1946.  The  number  who  ceased  to  attend  without  completing  treatment,  or  before  the 
final  test  of  cure,  was  20  as  against  16. 

The  number  of  persons  treated  with  salvarsan  substitutes  was  204  as  against  264  in  1946. 


The  number  of  County  in-patients  treated  at  the  Northampton  General  Hospital  was  24 
(males  10,  females  14)  as  against  9  (males  3,  females  6)  in  the  previous  year. 

Travelling  expenses  of  two  persons  who  attended  the  Clinics  were  repaid.
